"The man I marry," said Elaine to us, "must 
be very considerate. I detest a man who is 
stubborn and obstinate. Whenever we disagree, 
1 expect him to be intelligent enough to see that 
in the long run I am generally right. Hence a 
lot of friction can be avoided, if we do exactly 
what I want whenever the two of us have o dif- 
ference.

There are a lot of girls who have the same 
attitude as Elaine. Though they may word their 
desires differently it all amounts to this: They 
want to be the boss in the family. When they 
snap the whip, they expect the male to jump. 
Hence you get a good description of this type 
of female with just one word: WHIPSNAPPER. 

I think all of us have been the patient hus- 
band and father to whom has been attached by 
his friends and relatives the simple tag: HEN- 
PECKED. He really isn't a HE-MAN any longer. 
Just a shell of a man who has decided that the 
best way to live out the rest of his days on this 
earth in piece is to say YES, YES, to his wife in 
any and everything she says or suggests. Re- 
gardless of whether or not he agrees. 

"We are going to have blue curtains in the 
living room instead of green," says the WHIP- 
SNAPPER. 

"Yes, dearie," replies her husband. 

"I don't think we are going to see the Mc- 
Fhersons any more. I don't like the remarks that 
Mrs. McPherson made last week. Neither do > 



consider Mr. McPherson good company for you." 

"Yes, dearie," replies her husband. 

"My sister Jeanne is going to spend the 
month of August with us. She is going to send 
Peter to camp but will bring Tommy. I expect you 
to rake Tommy out and show him a good time." 

"Yes, dearie," replies her husband. 

Definitely something is wrong in a relation- 
ship when the wife becomes the complete boss, 
and the other way around is still wrong. Def- 
initely something is Wrong in a relationship 
when the husband becomes the complete boss. 
There was a time years ago, when woman was 
considered the inferior half of a marriage. Un- 
der the law, her husband had definite rights. 
In today's world we regard the members of 
both sexes as equals. 

In the sound marriage, each partner regards 
the other as an equal. Now that must be under- 
stood in its correct sense. If the husband hap- 
pened to be a famous pitcher on a baseball 
team, you can logically say he can't regard his 
wife equal to him in that ability. And if the wife 
happened to be a leading tennis star, while her 
husband never played the game, you can't 
logically work out equality here. What is meant 
by equality is something in a MORAL SENSE: 
Each respects the dignity of the other. As human 
beings we have rights and obligations. We are 
not inanimate objects made of clay. The best 
way is to say each of us has a soul and in 
respect to the rights and obligations, each is 
an equal partner in marriage. 

Often you will hear a young bride complain 
as follows: "Oh, John was so considerate when 
we went together. He did anything I suggested. 
You know, my slightest wish was almost law to 
him. Now we have been married for about 
three years. I just can't figure out what is wrong 
with him." 

Actualy not a thing may be wrong with John. 
What a girl has to see is that the courtship 
period preceding marriage is entirely different 
than marriage itself The purpose of courtship 






is to bring two people together. Some people 
say that in this period you walk in a daze and 
on a cloud. You see the world through rose 
colored glasses. Then comes marriage itself with 
its many responsibilities. Some people say that 
in this period you land with your two feet 
solidly on earth and lose that pair of eye- 
glasses. Things appear differently. 

Of course things appear differently because 
they are not the same. Now the young man has 
the responsibility of earning a living and help- 
ing to bring up a family. The young woman has 
the responsibility of taking care of the house. 
That can be a very important and energy con- 
suming task. Takes in everything from shopping 
at the corner grocery to washing the shirts; from 
cooking the meals to cleaning the house; and 
from stretching the budget dollar to being nice 
when overt^ed. And just to make things a bit 
more difficult, the young woman may even have 
to go out working to add to the family income. 

The most important factor to be remembered 
is this: The situations that arise when you are 
married are for the most part entirely different 
that those that took place when the two of you 
were just keeping company. A lot of decisions 
have to be made that will definitely affect the 
well being of the two in many ways. How those 
decisions are to be made and by WHOM is the 
key factor to the continued happiness of the 
marriage. 

When Madeline and Jack were keeping com- 
pany, he would make a lot of suggestions about 
what they would do when going out. "We'll 
see the western picture at the Rialto," he would 
say one evening. "Rather see the musical 
comedy at the Luxton," she would counter. So 
they saw the musical. Perhaps Madeline got the 
idea she was the "boss." She snapped the 
whip, and Jack would jump. Then when they 
were married, what happened? Poor Madeline 
was terribly upset. 

"In some things he gives me my way, in 
others he insists I listen to him. Some we discuss 
and compromise. Why can't he let me do all the 
deciding?" 

Jack didn't care how Madeline fixed up the 
kitchen so long as she kept within the money 
they agreed should be spent. When it came to 
purchasing a car he insisted she listen to him. 
"The car you want will be a gas and oil eater 
and come high in repair bills," he told her. 
Madeline loved the upholstery. They got what 
Jack wanted. When it came to the question of 
planning their first vacation they compromised. 
It wasn't a dude ranch or the mountains. They 
went to a place at the seashore. Madeline 
wanted her younger brother Joe to live with 
them because he. was attending o college in 
the neighborhood, but Jack wouldn't bucjge an 
inch. "We have a right to live our lives by our- 



selves. You will have friction and interference 
with Joe here. So let him make the longer trip 
from home." 

Jack won even though Madeline shed a 
couple of quarts of tears that had absolutely 
no effect whatsoever upon her husband. She 
even thought of calling him cruel and cold- 
blooded but fortunately never permitted those 
words to get pass her lips. 

Yet in the marriage of Jack and Madeline 
we do have the key to a happy and successful 
marriage. Point one: When a moral issue is p-a- 
sented then there can not be a compromise. You 
must see you can't compromise between wt it 
is good and bad. Whoever it is that is standing 
for the following of the moral point, be it hus- 
band or wife, that point must be maintained. 
And in a marriage there are many problems 
which arise that do present moral issues end 
they must be squarely met. 

Point two: There are many things that arise 
which have no moral point and either the hus- 
band or the wife may be totally indifferent <ns 
to what is done. They may concern a matter 
of taste. He wants to wear a brown necktie 
with a blue shirt. So what? He likes if. She may 
not. Why create a fight over it? Or she wonts 
to make a cake with three layers instead of 
four. And fill one with chocolate and the other 
with cream and the third with fudge. She is 
going to give it to the bazaar ai the community 
center. Why fight over it? Why make it a matter 
of life and death. 

I consider Point Two very important for a girl 
to understand. Little unimportant issues which 
have no moral significance can be turned into 
heated fights in which tempers giving vent and 
bitterness take place. 

Neither the wife nor the husband should e**r 
use a public place to have a quarrel. It's terrib'e 
when friends or relatives are present for such 
a thing to happen. The wife may shout, 'Why 
don't you listen to mel" And the husband re- 
torts, "How foolish can you be?" Neither hus- 
band nor wife should ever try to show in public 
that one bosses the other. 

Now for Point Three; It is a sound democratic 
principle for husband and wife to talk over 
things —at home — calmly. You just can't 
think clearly when you get all excited. And 
often the tongue is liable to say a lot of things 
which will later be regretted. 

The touch of Romance need never be losv in 
married life. Both can be very happy if thny 
will use a little common sense and reflection 
when handling the problems which arise. Never 
should a man have the tag attached to him 
which reads: HENPECKED. And never should a 
girl have the tag attached to her which reads: 
WHIPSNAPPER.
